(a)  Clinic sL  Owing  to  the  topographical  inconvenience  of  the  Christchurch  Hill 
tyjo  Maternity  and  Cljild  Welfare  Clinics  are  necessary  to  servo  the  district 
adequately  - one  eahh  side  of  the  hill.  Each  centre  is  open  fortnightly  for  a half 
day. 

Tho  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  at  Newport. 

(b)  Domiciliary  Midwifery  and  Homo  Surging.  Good  service  ha£  been  rendered  by  the 
district  nurse- mid wife  and  the  district  nurse.  The  work  of  both  of  those  extends 
into  neighbouring  areas. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service^  The  headquarters  of  tho  County  Ambulance  Service  are 
situated  in  the  area. 

(d)  Porno stlc  Jielv)  Service.  Part  time  domestic  helps  have  given  satisfactory 
assistance  in  houses  where  sickness  cr  other  circumstances  have  given  rise  to  the 
need  for  such  help, 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  There  was  a gratifying  increase  in  the  number 
of  children  brought  for  immunisation.  75  received  the  primary  course  of  injections 
and  SO  were  given  boosting  doses. 

This  compares  very  well  with  the  35  immunised  in  1950,  although  the  numbers  that 
year  were  no  doubt  lower  than  they  would  have  been  had  not  the  poliomyolitis 
provalont  caused  a postponement  of  all  injections  for  a few  months,

SANITARY  CIR-JU3VBTANCE3  OF  THE  AREA. 


Public  Cleansing^  Tho  domestic  refuse  13  eollected  once  per  week  from  all  premises 
excepting  outlying  farms  wore  collections  are  made  as  and  when  required.  Trado 
refuse  and  salvage  are  collected  weekly.  The  salvago  comprised  in  tho  main  waste 
paper  which  was  baled  before  sale  and  produced  an  appreciable  revenue.  One  S.D. 
Freighter  is  used  with  a Harrier  Bantam  in  reserve  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
tipping,  Tho  present  tipping  ground  is  rapidly  becoming  full  and  it  is  essential 
that  a now  tip  bo  opened  within  the  next  twelve  months, 
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Smoko  Nuisances.  The  residential  nature  of  the  district  precludes  smoko  nuisance 
and  tho  only  industries  are  not  extensive  smoke  producers. 

Schools.  Regular  inspection  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supplies  of  the 
®wo  schools  and  the  Training  College  reveal  satisfactory  conditions. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  Both  tho  rivers  Usk  and  Avon  Llwyd  aro  hoavily  polluted  boforo 
they  roach  tho  area  and  whether  or  not  this  pollution  will  be  reduced  whon  the 
Eastern  Valley  Trunk  sewer  is  completed  remains  to  be  seen. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Tho  principal  built  up  areas  are  satisfactoril 
drained  with  the  exception  of  Ultra  Pontem.  A scheme  suggested  by  a 
firm  of  consulting  engineers  has  boon  estimated  to  cost  £20,000  a figure  beyond  tlB 
financial  limits  of  this  Council  and  very  high* especially  having  regard  to  tho  few 
properties  which  will  bo  served.  At  prosont  tho  other  parts  of  tho  district  are 
well  served  in  this  connection.  Tho  sewerage  system  and  disposal  works  are  being 
reviewed  shortly  and  further  information  thereon  will  bo  reported  in  due  course. 

Water  Supply.  Water  is  supplied  by  tho  County  Borough  of  Newport  covering  most  of 
the  area.  Dillmawr  and  Usk  Road  utilise  shallow  wells  the  quality  of  the  water 
therSn  being  proved  satisfactory  by  bacteriological  examination.  An  extension 
of  the  mains  along  Usk  Road  is  in  hand  but  the  delivery  period  for  pipes  is  so 
extensive  as  to  preclude  any  guess  whan  tho  schomo  will  be  under  construction. 

Generally  the  water  supply  of  tho  area  is  very  satisfactory. 

Shops.  The  whole  of  the  duties  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950  are  carried  out  by  this 
Council  under  dologation  from  the  County  Council.  No  item  of  note  occurred  during 
the  year  under  review. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools,.  Constant  supervision  is  maintained  over  the  Lido  and 
tho  conditions  thereat  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  poor  weather  during  the 
summer  prevented  any  extensive  use  of  the  Lido. 

Rodent  Control.  Towards  the  close  of  tho  year  it  was  found  possible  to  commence  a 
scheme  for  rodent  control,  under  tho  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949.  The  main  difficulty  was  lack  of  suitable  labour,  A part  time  operator 
has  been  trained  and  a regular  service  maintained  so  far  as  practicable  having  regard 
to  labour  troubles.  74  promises  of  all  types  wore  treated  for  rata  during  the  year. 
Two  premises  wore  treated  for  extensive  mouse  infestation*  The  sewers  were  treated 
rogularly  in  accordance  with  the  now  accepted  pratices. 

Cemetery.  • The  project  for  a new  cemetery  on  Usk  Road  did  not  finally  materialise 
and  a new  site  on  Cold  Bath  Road  was  under  consideration  at  the  close  of  the  year.
